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death; some demented: others, realizing
fully. and stolidly accepting the curse that
rested upon them. In not one face was there
an expression of hope or of interest in any-
thing. Loathesome in the extreme to us,
what must they be to themselves? To at-
tract their attention the doctor told them
that we were foreign physielans; that we
were very sorry for them, and that we
should like to help them if we could. They
looked up for a moment, a slight expression
of curiosity in their faces. and as they
did so Mr. Sampson took a snap shot of
them. I think they had not the slightest
idea of what he was doing. and we have a
photograph of a small group.
"The men's quarters differed from the wo-

men's only in being a little more forlorn,
and it was a pitiful sight they presented.
lying on benches, on the ground, their faces
disfigured and their bodies most scantily
covercl.
"There were thirty-six men and thirty-

seven women in the leper quarters. There Is
only one other retreat for lepers in Ecuador.
Most of the inmates come from the lower
cass of people. Whenever the disease ap-
pears in a wealthy family the patient Ia
concealed until moved into the country,
where he is left with Caretakers until the
end mercifully comes.

Precautionary Measures.
"The precautions taken for the prevention

of the spread of the disease are entirely in-
adequate, and there is enough leprosy in
Ecuador to make it necessary for the gen-
eral good that some more efficient means be
.adopted for its prevention. The physician
in charge has held his position thirteen
years. and is an intelligent man, and is in-
terested In his work. He claims that a
number of persons have been discharged,
cured. from the hospital, declared to be so
by a board of physicians.
"If you ask me why there is no 'settle-

ment' for these unfortunates provided by
government, and more stringent laws en-
acted for their isolation. Lianswer by ask-
ing you what has been done in the United
States for the same class, which, according
to late statistics and physicians' reports.
numbered several thousand persons, all
living where their homes happen to be. with
no restraint as to their life or movements.
"We visited the lunatics, nutmbering sev-

enty-five. confined in anot'ler building.
where the same conditions exist as in sim-
lar institutions In other countries. save that
here are lacking almost entirely arrange-
rents for proper care and attention. We
wondered if It were not possible to do
something to better the mental conditions
of these human beings, who seemed to be
herded together like animals, little atten-
tion being given to the simplest sanitary
rubs, either for the individuals or their
surroundings.

Visit to the Poorhouse.
"The poorhouse (poor indeed) next claimed

our attention. Here we found 211 men. wo-
men and children. Many were physical
wrecks, none was clothed with any degree
of comfort-many having on a single gar-
ment, others looking like bundles of rags.
They stretched out their bony, dirty fingers
as we passed along, begging for alms In the
name of the Virgin Mary. Had they been
reasonably clean we might have considered
their condition better than those on the
street; as it was, it seemed there was more
temptation to vice and less to comfort than
had they been begging on street corners
and In front of church entrances.
'Passing on. we entered the ward for

Ipor stek children, most of them incurables.
Here were babies of a few days. others of a
few weeks old, and boys and girls of ten to
twelve years. These are the children who
have no place in the world, and many are
there indeed in this city. As well as possi-
Ile. under discouraging conditions, these
children are taken care of. Now and then
a lovely face will be found among them.
unmarked by disease and very attractive In
every respect. I was about to ptl my hand
on the head of a bright little boy of seven
yvears, wh, had a face the angels might
envy. atd whose great brown eyes had
wistfully followed on as we wenit through
the ward, when the doctor said, sharply:'Den't.' Hte then unfastened the little gar-
ment ever the breast, when my hand d pp-
pedS in my side as we saw exposed the gvi-dene that he was under lbhe curse of that
disease which never relinquishes its hold
until the death of the victim Is accom-
plished. Poor tittle one, born of sin and
disease, doomed before birth to months or
years of sufferings-,

"The last place visited was the orphan and

foundlings' home, In which we found sev-
enty-live little girls of various ages. All
were clean, well clothed, the school room
and dormitory being bright end clean- com-
paring not unfavorably with like institutions
in our country. and the chidren seemed
happy. Among these different ceasses of
unfortunates are twelve resident Sisters of
Charity, who are here, there and every-
where. Clothed In while, with kind, placid
faces, they minister to the suffering and
speak cheerful wirtds to each.

''T'te mother superior, who told us she had
been in service twelve years, had a face
only to a thousand, strong and resolute.
with a light upon it that spoke for the
spirit within, We asked her how she could
endure t"ospenud her life amtong such scenes.
We wee about leaving, and, without aword. she took my hand in hers and led me
to a tiny chapel hung in white, The altar
was strewn with flowers: on one side hung
a pcture uf 'Our Mother of Sorrow.'' and
rear it hung one of 'The Good Shepherd,'int which she pointed, and our question was
answered.

"'A moment later the great doors bangedbehind us. we passed into the fresh air and
sunshine in silence. and with thankful
hearts for the blessings which crowned our

PREMIER TENNIS

Championship Contest. at Newport
Full of Excitement.

FMt TILiCWIA CHAlIPIOISHIP

Jockeys at Saratoga Ride Several
Queer Races.

BASE BALL NEWS AND GOSSIP

Lovers of lawn tennis were treated to the
finest day's play seen in many years in a

championship tournament at Newport yes-
terday, although the Casino grounds were
not so well filled as earlier in the week. The
heavy shower of the early morning not only
drove away many of the usual spectators,
but it also drenched the courts badly, and
it was not -until after 11 o'clock that they
could be got Into shape for play and the
championship matches started. The second
round of the singles was the order of the
day, and all of the eight matches were play-
ed at the same time on as many different
courts.
Much interest centered In the play of the

two visiting British cracks, and most of the
spectators gathered at first around the
courts on which they were struggling
against two of the weaker American play-
ers. Instead of the easy victories that they
were expected to have, both of the visitors
were forced to play their best tennis to win,
and each had a narrow escape from being
beaten by a player whom he was suppoeed
to outclass. Davis and Wr.ght, two of the
crack American experts, also got deepiy
Into trouble, and Davis had a close call
with aoung Allen of Yale.
The feature of the morning was the Gore-

Ward match, which was put on the cham-
pionship court. The Britisher began very
bravely, and captured the first set easily,
but Ward's elever volleying and his pe-
culiar twist services and rushing net tac-
tics kept him guessing In the &eond and
third sets, both of which went to the Amer-
ican player. In the fourth set. Ward came
very close to winping the match. He led
up to 4-2. and at 5-4 needed only one game
for the match. He was badly winded, how-
ever, and Gore's terrible pounding drives
gradually beat down his defense, and finally
pulled out the fourth set, and then took
the fifth rather easily. Had Ward's strength
lasted a little longer, he must have beaten
the Britisher.
In the meantime Black was having al-

most as hard a time of it against even a
weaker American player, and old critics
shook their heads sadly when they saw
him. Dr. Eves, the Englishman who came
here three years ago, played the same
American, Budlong, here In the champion-
ship tournament, and beat him much
easier than did Black yesterday, yet could
not win the American championship. Bud-
long, too, was not so strong as three ycars
ago, and the other American leaders have
gone ahead since those days, so the gen-
eral impression among the experts was one
of relief, as it began to look as though the
American championship was not in so
much danger as they had been led to fear.
Budlong got a lead of 4-1 on the third set.
and lost It, (1-4, but managed to hold the
fourth, 11-9, and tie the score of the
natch, even though Black did finally beat
him out in the fifth set.
Larned, Chace and both of the Wrenn

brothers had easy victories, but both Davis
and Wright caught tartars in Allen and
'ollins, and each came near being beaten.
Allen got a lead of two sets to one, and In
the fourth set led up to 4-3l and had forty-
fifteen on the next game, only to finally
lose the match In live exciting sets of play.
Collins, too, gave Wright a bad scare, and
the Harvard man had a close call to get
out of the hole he got Into. The western
champion also got a lead of two sets to
one against his adversary, and seemed to
be outplaying him In good style. Wright
had a lot of strength in reserve, however,
and he played a splendid uphill match for
the last two sets, winning both by 6-41
each. Collins showed a splendid command
of the ball, and his low volleying-was bet-
ter than shown by any other player Ia
the tournament so far.
The strength shown by ex-Champlon R.
D Wrenn against Stevens yesterday was a
decided surprise, and he is being seriously
considered for the first time among the
championship probabilities. He meets his
brother tomorrow, and as he seems to have
regained most of his old speed and volley-
lig skill, as well as much of his former
endurance, he Is expected to win, in which
case he will meet one of the Englishmen
in the semi-finals tomorrow. The two vis-
itors play the third round today, while
Larned meets Chace and Wright plays
Davis, the winners all going in the semi-
final round.

SARATOGA RACES.

Queer Riding by Jockeys Mounted on
the. Favorites.

Poor racing on a heavy track and the an-

nual lawn party of the Saratoga Associa-
tion brought out the best attendance of the
Saratoga races yesterday. The card in-
cluded the G. H. Mumm handicap, for two-
year-olds, and the Saratoga hunt cup, a

steeplechase for hunters. The Mumm handi-
cap was a disappointment, owing to the nu-
merous scratches. The Schorr pair, Alard
Scheck and Lady Schorr, appeared to out-
class the others. The colt was, of course.
rated the better of the two, and he is, but
the stable must have decided to win with
the filly. for Burns handled the colt in a
most unsatisfactory manner.
When the flag dropped Lady Schorr and

The Musketeer went off, and for three fur-
longs It was a close thing between them.
All this time Alard Scheck was losing
ground. Rounding Into the homestretch,
where there seemed to be some doubt as to
the lilly's ability to win, Burns moved up
with Alard Scheck, but In the last sixteenth
he dropped back, when Lady Schorr clearly
had The Musketeer beaten. The order of
the finish was: Lady Schorr first by a
length and a half, The Musketeer second.
two lengths In front of Alard Scheck.
As no declaration was made by the stable,

Burns' rhtng was severely critised. The
rules plainly state that when no declaration
is made both miust be ridden out, This was
not done.
'rho stewards dId call Burns Into the

stand, but It was to question him as to the
runnIng of Lady Schorr in her last race, In
which she was beaten off. His explanation
was that the filly was outrun and had her
eyes filled with mud in her previous race.
The winner of the hunt cup was E. L.

Smih's Diver. HIs victory was made easy,
because HIghts and The Cad fell at the first
jump. Then he had only ChampIon to
beat. He refused the water jump the sec-
ond time round, but was so far In front at
the tIme that Veltch was able to pull him
straight and still retain hIs lead. At the
finish he beat Champion by thirty lengths.
Bannockburn had no dificeulty In captur-

Ing the opening race, He is at his heat just
now, and the goIng suIted hIm to perfec-
tIon. Intrusive, under punishment. ran with
binm for five furlongs and then subsIded.
Hood's Brigade, who completed the field,
was never a factor. Compensation, who
was equal favorite for the second race with
F~avonious, won easIly, clearly outstaytng
the others.
Lady Contrary should have won the

fourth race. but Henry. her rider, seemed to
delIberately ease her In the last couple of
strides, and Cyrano, closing strong, beat her
out by a head, It may have been overconfi-
dence on his part, but few took so char-

DRAMATIC SCENES.

Curious Incidents om the Battledeld
in South Africa.

Fros Tit-Bits.
It was in the heat of one of the fiercest

battles that two brothers. Private J. P Wil-
son, a reservist and a fermer police con-
stable of West Hartlepool. and George Wil-
son of the Coldstream Guards. were brought
face to face after long years of separation.
To such an extent were they strangers that
one brother, 3. P.. faIled to recognize the
Coldstreain Guardsman altogother. and it
was only when George recalled many long-
past incidents of their boyhood that J. P.
was compelled to admit the relationship
thus strangely renewed amid the turmoil
of battle.
The relief of Ladysmith witnessed many

dramatic meetings, and one at least that
s as tragic. Among the beleaguered was

Mr. H. H. Pear-se. the war c.>rresp..ndent
of the Daily News, who was equallv cur-
pr!-sd and delighted to see am--ng his res-
cuers his own son. Mr. W. P. Peirse. wihom
he imagined to be many thousands -f miles
away. The delight of such a metting may
more easily be pictured than described.
For Trooper Palmer of the South African

Light Horse fate had prepared a sad meet-
Ing: for when he inquired for his brother
he learned .hat he had succumbed otuly a
few hours befttre to enteric fever, that ter-
rible scourge that wrought infinitely more
havoc than all the enemy's guns.
Elandslaagte witnessed a terribly tragiio

meeting between Trooper Gorton of the Im-
perial Light Hqrse. and a Johannesburg
man who had called him friend in days of
peace. The Johannesburger found himself
face to face with his quondam friend. and
called out in greeting. "Hallo,4Gorton;"
but as the words left his lips he fired aid
sent a bullet through the unfortunate
trooper, who afterwards succuml-ed to
twelve wounds he had recieved on that fa-
tal day.
At the battle of Celenso two Irishmen.

who had had many a battle together as
boys, found themselves together after many
years while they were sheltering fros. the
sterm of bullets. The old feud was clearly
only smoldering. for within a few minutls
It burst out into fierce flames, and the two
men, taking off their tunics. fell on each
other with their firsts and fought several
punishing round, while the Boor buliet
were Impartially doing their best to polish
them both off.
A singularly sad experience fell to the lot

of a Hoer burgher, named Mulier. in that
most dreadful of all battles. Spion Ko'p.
When Mtulier left for the war, taking with
him two of his three sons, he left behind
him hIs youngest son, a boy of sixteen. and
his "Benjamin. to take care of his mother.
The evening before the hattle he had writ-
ten home in his wife and son a tender snd
pathetic ietter. say-ing that he aoon hoped
to he with them again.
But, unknown to him, his "Benjamin"

had been commandeered, and the -firt-a
knowledge he had of the fact was when he
saw his boys dead body 'on the slopes of
the fatal hilL Overecgme with grief, he
lifted the body en hIs shoulder and waa
carrying It sway when a bullet laid him
iow; and on the followIng morning the two
bodies were found lying aide by aide in all
the pathetic atilness of death, while in the
muzzle of the father's rifle wras found the
letter he had written thirty-stx houra
earlier to his wife and thaeson whom he
had imagined to be sfe at home.
More than one dramatte. snette has

taken place in the hospitala far away from
the scetaes of war. At the base hospital at
Woodstock on' of the nurses recogniaed in
a patient an old lover from whom she hadIparted in Glasgow fousr yeare ago, and of
whose presence at the fro'int~ as had no
susplcion. A foolish loves' quarrel had
paried them then- antd bt foi' thikaccldent
of war they would pr-obabiy never have mctagatnt
But the last trace of itlternesa rnkiedat the sight of a sttong man struck down

to -the feebleness of a child, and the old
love was rekindled to such purpose that the
wedding bells wilt be set ringing for at least
one couple reunited by Mars.
